Applicants' arguments and the declaration by Dr. Dikshillhulu have been considered but found insufficient to overcome the 
rejection of record. 2) In the declaration Dr. Dikshillhulu states that zinc is not soluble in water. This contradicts applicants' 
examples where zinc is used to form the salt. 3) The discussion of the difference in ionic potential is also not found to be 
convincing. Even though there is a difference in ionic potential between Zn2+ and Mq2+ to favor the Mq forming the salt. 
Examiner believes that an equilibrium between Zn and Mq salts must exist, meaning that some molecules, will inherently 
incorporate Zn into the salt. .
